X HES E Words were ſpoken by the 
Servants of Naaman the M rian Cap- 
M tain, when he was deſpiſing the Means 
XXV God (by El/ha) had ordered him to uſe 
for the healing of his Leproſy. The whole Hiſto- 
ry of his Cure and Converſion is fo very inſtructive, 
that I would paraphraſe upon it awhile; and then 
declare the Freeneſs of the Grace of our Saviour to 
poor leprous Sinners, and the Way in which all 
muſt come to his Kingdom. 
Benhadad the King of Syria had often ſent out his 
Soldiers by Companies againſt the Children of 1fael, 
and had taken among the Captives a litttle Maid, 
and ſhe waited on Naaman's Wife, who when ſhe 
ſaw that her Maſter had the Diſeaſe of Leproſy, and 
had known in her own Country, how many were 
healed ot the Lord by the Hands of Eliſba, ſhe ſaid 
in the Houſe, Mouid to Grd, my Lord was with the 
Prophet that is in Samaria, for he would recover him 


of his Leproſy. After this Manner ſhe ceaſed not to 
ak, till one told it to Naaman, ſaying, Thus 
an Les ſaid the Maid that is of the Hebrews. It 
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might be the Girl had been an Eye-witneſfs of ſome 
of the great Things done by Eliſba, or had known 
ſome of her Neighbours that had been recovered 
by him, and had heard the Fame of the Man of 
God, how he did not refuſe any who came to him, 
and therefore was- more earheft to have her Maſter 
go and try. After ſome Time, what the Maid ſpake 
dame to the Ears of King Benhadad; and becauſe 
Naamen was beloved by him, and was a great Man 
in the Army, and eſteemed on Account of the ma- 
hy Victories the Lord had given by him to the A 
Hrians, the King immediately haſtened Naaman for- 
ward in his Way to Samaria. He was one who wor- 
ſhipped the Gods of the Heathens, and not know- 
ing the tree Giſt of the God ol. Jacob, he thought 
to pleaſe him, and to get an Intereſt in his Favour, 
by offering his Prophet a great Preſent. Wherefore 
he fent ten Talents of Silver, fix thouſand Pieces 
of Gold, and ten Changes of Raiment ; and wrote 
a Letter to the King of Tjazl, to defire him to get 
his Servant healed of his Leproty. / 

Now the King of IJſael thought he only meant 
hereby to pick a Quarrel with him, and therefore 
rent his Cloaths, laying, Am I God, to kill or to 
make alive, that this Man hath fent to me to heal hr 
Servant? Eliſha, hearing of this, ſent to the King, 
faying, Ny haſt thou rent thy Cloaths? Let the Man 
tome now to me, and he ſhall know that there is a Pro- 
Phet in Iſrael, So Naaman came with his Honſes, and 
with his Chariot, and ſlood at the Door of Eliſha. | It 
is remarkable, he did not come like a poor, filthy, 
diſeaſed Leper as he was, but he was arrayed in 
fine Linen, in Purple and Scarlet: He was ac- 
companied with a very great Retinue; with his 
Preſents of Gold, Silver, and coftly Apparel. We 
don't read that he came down out of his Charigt, 
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and fell on his Knees before El/ba's Door, and 
uncovered his loathſome Body, and ſpread open all 
his Wants before the Prophet. No! he came 
with his Reward in his Hand, (as it were) and fat 
Mill in his Robes in his Chariot, and thought thus 
to recommend himſelf to the Clemeney and Pity of 
the Man of God. I dare ſay, he boldly bid his age 
knock at the Door and fay, My Lord, Naaman is 
here, and offers. thee all this great Riches, theſe 
Changes of Raiment, Gold and Silver in abundance, 
Come thou therefore, and heal him of his Leproſy. 
I ſuppoſe the Captain would not ſuffer a dubious 
Thought if he ſhould be accepted, or not. Had 
any Body met him, and aſked him, How canſt thou, 
who art an Enemy to the Hebrews, look for Me 

at the Hands of their God, or at the Hands of his 
Prophet? Doubtleſs he would have anſwered, True, 
I am at variance with the Seed of Jacob, and have 
formerly done Harm to the Houſe of /rael, but ſee, 
I make Amends fo far as I have Power, and will 
fully ſatisfy the Prophet for all his Trouble, when 
he ſhall have healed me. 

Well, he waited at Eliſba's Door, and expected, 
as appears by the Story, that the Prophet himſelf 
would come out to him, and pray to the Lord God 
of T/rael, and then ſtrike his Hand over the fore 
Place, and by a Miracle recover him. But inſtead 


of this, the Prophet took no Notice at all of his be- 


ing a great Man, or of his Preſents, or of his pompous 
Coming, but abode ſtill in his Houſe, and ſent out 
Gabazi his Servant to tell him, Go waſh in Jordan /e- 
ven Times, and thy Fleſh ſhall come again to thee, and thou 
Halt be clean. This fo provoked him, that without 
much regarding what Gehazi ſaid, he bid his Chariot- 
Driver turn away ! and in Anger hreathed out the 
Language of his Heart, and ſaid, I thought, he will 

rn furch 
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ſurely eume out to me, and fland and call on the Namesf 
the Lord his God, and flrike his Hand over the Place, and 
recover the Leper. What! (thought he) have I under- 
taken ſo vaſt a Journey, and come fo far only to hear 
that Fellow bid me go and waſh in Fordan? if waſh- 
ing would have done away the Leproſy, I needed not 
to have come into ſracl for Water. Abana and F har- 
par, Rivers of Damaſcus, are not they better than all the 
Waters of Iſrael? May I not waſh in them, and be clean? 
and he turned away in a Rage. F | 

When he had heard the Means of his Recovery, 
ſee how he lighted it. Becauſe he did not know 
how the Lord chuſes the Things that are weak and baſe, 
and Things that are deſpiſed to do his Will, he reaſon- 
ed within bimſelf and thought, If Water could take 
away the Leproſy, would not ſo many learned and 
wiſc Men as have been in the World have found out 
that Remedy before now? or might not the Man (if 
Water would cure me) have ſaid to me, Go, and 
bathe thy ſelf in thine own excellent Rivers at Home, 
and thou ſhalt be healed? And while he thus thought, 
his Servants came near to the Side of the Chariot, 
and beſought him, ſaying, Ay Father, if the Prophet 
had bid thee do ſome great Thing, go ſome long Jour- 
ney, and dip thyſelf in ſome foreign Spring, or do 
ſome hard Work, or give ſome great Portion of th 
Subſtance away for the Spices, and Ointment of the A- 
pothecary or Merchant, or bid thee buy it with a great 
Sum of Money, wouldeſt thou not have done it? 
wouldeſt thou not have gladly complied and taken his 
Advice? And Naaman thought in his Heart, and an- 
ſwered, I would. If he had bid me do any Thing 
if he had ſaid by Works thou mayeſt be healed ; by 
Faſting, Prayer, Almſgiving, or any. Work more 
hard to be done, I would have obeyed. Then faid 
his Servants, How much rather then when he ſaith to thee, 
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Waſh and be clean? Theſe Words the Lord graciouſly” 
ſet home upon his Heart, and he repented of his Pride 
and dSelf-wiſdom, and inſtead of offering rich Pre- 
ſents, arraying himſelf delicately, &c. he pulled off 
all his Garments, and went down into Jordan juſt as 
he was, a poor, ſtinking, filthy Leper; and he no 
ſooner obeyed the Voice of the Lord, by plunging 
himlelf ſeven Times in the Waters, but he was 
changed; he found he was healed, and his Fleſh 
came again like the Fleſh of a little Child : Imme- 
diately he believed in the God of Trae, and return- 
ed to the Door of Eliſba's Houſe, he and all his Com- 
pany, and ſtood before Eliſha and ſaid, Behold, now 
I know that there is no God in all the Earth, but in 1+ 
rae] ; thy Servant will henceforth offer neither Burnt-of- 
ferings nor Sacrifice unis other Gods, but unto the Lord. 
How happy was it for Naaman, that he hearkened 
to the Voice of the Lord by his Servant! He not on- 

ly was waffled from the Lepioly of his Body, but 
from the Unbelief and Sin of his Soul. He could 
then truly adore free Grace alone. He was con- 
vinced it was not of his own Will, for he would 
have went home to Damaſcus in a Rage, but the 
Lord freely put it into the little Maid's Heart firſt 
to wiſh, Mould to God my Lord was with the Prophet in 
Iſrael, for he would heal him of his Leproſy. And when 
he had rejected the Way appointed to be healed, as 
if the Lord had faid of him as he did of Ephraim, 
How ſhall I give thee up? He yet put it into the 
Heart of his Servants to go and ſpeak mildly to him 
to ſtop him from returning home, by ſaying to him, "1 
Nay, my Father, if the Prophet had bid thee do ſome »4 
great Thing, woulde/t thou not have done it? how much 4 
_ then when he only ſaith to thee, Waſh and be 
clean? | 


A may be, moſt of you who are here may think W 
< np B 2 within wo IS 
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within yourſelves that this Story has no Reference 
to you ; but indeed it has, for you have on a more 
dreadiul Leproſy than that which clave to Naaman, 
alas! my dear, dear Brethren, ye have got the Le- 
proſy of Sin. I am To- day forced to ſay to you as: 
the little Maid to Naaman, Would to God you were 
with the Prophet that is in Jſrael, I mean the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, he would hea] you of your Leproſy. 
Ineed not bid my dear Hearers go waſh ſeven I imes, 
the Merit of the ſeven Streams of Jeſus are-all one: 
And whoſoever once waſhes there, needs u more Sa- 
crifice for Sin, Heb. x. 18. 

The Leproſy was a Diſeaſe of all others the moſt 
to be feared, for other Diſeaſes were frequently cu- 
red, but this ſelaom ; for which Cauſe the People of 
Iſrael were uſed to put out their Lepers from them in- 
to deſert . laces, and feed them there, leſt they ſhould 
infect others, L ev. xiii. 46. And the Lord forbad 
thoſe that had this Diſtem per to come into his Con- 
gregation, Numb. v. 3. It was a Diſeaſe that at firſt 
broke cut in a little white Scab, and if not prevent- 
ed or healed, overſpread the whole Body, and made 
them as if a white Scurf was upon them, How 
well doth this Deicription ſerve to ſet out Sin? It 
broke out firſt in Adam in one Sin, like the Scab of 
the Leproſy, and not being ſtopped, it increaſed till 
he was altogether corrupt and infected, till God caſt 
him, as it were, out of his Preſence into the Earth. 
Of him were we all; and every one of us have from 
our Birth had this curſed Diſeaſe, as it is written in 
David's Pjalms, Behold I was ſhapen in Iniquity, and 
in Sin did my Mather concerve me. Pf. li. 5. I don't 
doubt but ſome of you can anſwer and ſay, we 
know we have this Diſcaſe of Sin, we have felt it 


often riſe in our Nature and ſpread itſelf, that the 
longer we live, inſtead of growing better, we ga 
| | worſe 
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worſe and worſe; we commit more and more Sin 
every Day. O my Brethren, it will ſpread farther 
ſill, till it has ruined you Body and Soul, if you 
can't ſtop it! Would to God you were with the 
Prophet Jeſus, he would heal you: He would make 
your crimſon Sins like Wool, and your Sins that 
have been like Scarlet, whiter than Snow, 1/a. i. 18. 
Men are naturally like Naaman, and think that they 
muſt bring Preſents to the Lord, and do a great deal 
of Good before he will heal them; and this makes 
ſome poor Souls go bowed down Day after Day, 
and mourn, and will not be comforted. Their 
Language is: O, I am afraid 1 ſhall never be ſaved! 
I tremble to think what will become of me, if I 
ſhould die. I have been a Drunkard, an unjuſt 
Perſon; TI have lived in Fornication, Uncleanneſs, 
and Lies; I have been a Sinner all my Life, even 
from my Infancy—//hat ſhall J do to be ſaved? O 
that ſuch would come to the Lord! He would re- 
ceive them: He would in no wiſe caſt them out. 
But ſay they, I am worſe than any Body ; there is 
not one good Thing in me: I am nothing but Sin 
for my Part. Well then, you have the moſt need 
of coming to the Son of God; he will give you a 
new Heart and a new Spirit. But ſay they, I have 
nothing to bring to the Lord; I can't ſo much as 
truly repent for Sin; my Heart is as hard as the ne- 
ther Milſtone; I cannot pray; I can do nothing. 
Have you not heard how Naaman with all he 
brought was not accepted, nor made clean, till he 
{tripped himſelf of all, and renouncing his own Wiſ- 
dom, went down into the River Jordan naked? 80 
muſt thou, O Sinner, go to the Lord poor, and 
miſerable, and blind, and naked. *Tis written in 
the Scripture, when they had nothing to pay, he frankly 
fargave them all, Luke vii. 42. 1 tie 
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If thou hadſt lived in all Form of Godlineſs to 
this Day, and not miſſed going to Church, - Sacra- 
ments, Frayers, Faſtings, Sc. once when thou 
hadſt Opportunity, in all thy Life, yet this would 
not recommend thee to the Lord, any more, than 
all the Prefen.s which Naaman brought to Eliſha 
thou muſt lcave all thou haſt, and come ſtripped 
and poor to Chriil, or thou can'ſt not be his Diſ- 
ciple. | 

Some, when they do Good (as they call it) and 
do not do much Harm, but are kind to the Poor, 
and do Juitice, and refrain from outward groſs Sins, 
bke Pullicaus and FHarlets, can go boldly to God, 
and nut fear their going to Heaven. Juſt ſo did 
Nagman go to the Houſe of the Prophet; but all his 
good Things did not make the Man of God ſo much 
as Come out to him; but on the contrary, he ſent 
out a poor Servant to tell him, Go ſtrip thyſelf, and 
o waſh in Jordan, and thou ſhalt be clean. Juſt 
I come To- day, to tell you, it is not your Self- 
Righteouſneſs, your long Roll of good Deeds done, 


will make you to be accepted with my Maſter. 


Publicans and Harlots enter into the Kingdom of God 
befare ſelf-righteous Phariſees, Matt. xxi. 31. Not 
becaule they were ſuch, but becauſe theſe are the 
more ca{ily convinced of their own Poverty of Spi- 
rit, and having no Righteouſneſs of their own to 
truſt on, the more gladly embrace and truſt on the 
Righteouſneſs of the Lord Jeſus: Theſe allo, 
knowing they have much forgiven them, will love 
the more. You muſt come to our Saviour poor as 
you are, in your Sins and in your Blood. Don't de- 
fire to cover your Sin with the Fig-leaves of your 
own Goodneſs, for ſo did our firſt Parents, when 
they had ſinned in Eden, and yet eſcaped not the 
Curſe. And ſo allo did Naaman, But if you 
) would 
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would be ſaved, go and fall down by the bloody 
Wounds of Jelus, and there ſhew all your ſecret 
Iniquity, Luſt, Pride, Covetouſneſs, Anger, and 
Unbelict, the chief of all, and waſh in that Stream, 
and you ſhall be clean. Be ye aſſured it is no 
Works that you have done, or can do, that will 
recommend you to the Favour of God, as ſaith the 
Apoſtle, Not by Forks, left any Man beaſt, Epheſ. ii. 
9. i. e. leſt any glory and ſay, I have done well, I 
have lived a good Life, therefore I am accepted of 
God. No: All Boaſting is excluded, Rom. iii. 27. 

Every one that is ſaved, ſhall confeſs, to the 
Glory of Jeſus Chriſt, Not hy Works of Righteouſneſs 
that I HAVE DONE, but according to his Mercy 
he ſaved me, by the waſhing of Regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghei, Lit. iii. 5. Not unto me, 
Lord, not unto: e, but unto thy Name give Glory, Pf. 
CXV. I. Yea, in Heaven no Mention is made of 
what they did, who are arrived there, but of what 
Chriſt did for them. The Blood of the Lamb, 
which is our only Salvation, is there glorified and 
praiſed. This is that Jordan, where 1 would be- 
ſeech my dear Brethren (who feel the Leproſy of 


Sin is on them) to come and waſh;  Bclieving in 


the Lord is waſhing. Only believe, and thou ſhalt bs 


ſaved, Acts xvi. 31. Only waſh, and thou ſhalt 


be clean. $ 


Many here are ready (it may be) to turn away in 


a Rage and ſay, What is this all I come to hear, be- 
lieve, and be ſaved? O, I'll never be convinced this 
is true! Do you think that all the Good I have done, 

and all my Prayers and Cries will avail nothing? If 
J go conſtantly to Church,, and receive the bleſſed 
Sacrament, and believe the Scriptures, and pray eve- 

Ty Morning and Evening, and do all the Good I can, 
may I not be ſure of going to Heaven? No; there is 
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no other Name given under Heaven whereby Men can be 
ſaved, but the Name of Feſus Chriſt, Acts vi. 12. 

That Language, which is almoſt in every one's 
Mouth, is the ſame with that of Naaman's. What 
(faith he) are not Abana and Pharpar, Rivers of Da- 
maſcus, better than all the Waters of Iirael? May I not 
waſh in them and be clean? So ſay many of you, Are 
not good Works, a ſober, honeſt and religious Life, 
enough to ſave us? May we not waſh in theſe, and 
be clean? The Lord points out the only Way, ſay- 
ing, I am the May, John xiv. 6. And again, This 
is the May, walk in it, Ia. xxx. 21. And one wiſe- 
ly ſaid of Chriſt, © He is ſo narrow a Way, ſo ſtrait 
a Door, that, except you pull off all your Cloaths, 

ou can't get in. Our Saviour wants none of your 
ö It is all in his pure Sight but painted 
Iniquity; it is but filthy Rags, Ja. Ixiv. 6. 

He calls you then who are poor. To this Man 
evill I look, ſaith the Lord, even to him that is poor, Iſa. 
Ixvi. 2, Yea, except you can reckon yourſelves 
upon a level with the worſt Sinners, Murderers, 
Thieves, Publicans, you have not ſeen your Na- 
ture. You don't know yourſelves, and till you do, 
you can by no Means ſee the Want of the dear Re- 
deemer's Blood. You will be always ſtriving to 
make yourſelves clean, and when you have ſtrove 
all your Life, find that true which was ſpoken of 
the Children of Hrael, They followed after AA 
neſs,but have not attained Righteouſneſs, becauſe they 
fought it not by Faith, but (as it were) by Works, 
Rom. ix. 31, 32. Ll | 

But again, I beſeech you, hear the Words of 
the Lord, Your Righteouſneſs is of me. And again, 
Come to me, and I will give you Reft for your Soul, 
Matt. xi. 28. And again, I counſel thee to buy of me 
Raiment, that the Shame of thy Nakedneſs do not ap- 


Pear, 
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„Rev. iii. 18. Buy of me freely without Mancy, 
2 without Price, 1. e. 2 Ha. lv. 1. 2 
Paul, who was born a Jo, gloried as much in 
this, as you do in your being born Chriſtians; but 
by-and-by he found, that he Twas not a Jew, who 
was one outwardly, or did like Jews in outward Things, 
but he (ſauh he) is a Jew who is one inwardly, Rom. 
ji. 28, 29. If you are not Chriftians inwardly, in 
vain do you make Profeſſion of Chriſt outwardly 
and unleſs you are inwardly waſhed with the Blood 
of Jeſus, by the Holy Ghoſt, Baptiſm of Water is 
nothing. 80 except yo inwardly live by the Me- 
rit of the Wounds of the Body of our Saviour, in 
vain do you eat and arink in his Preſence Bread and 
Wine. The Apoſtle was of the Seed of Abraham, 
_ whom the Promiſes were made) of the Tribe 9 
zenjamin, and lived as touching the Righteouſneſs of 

Law blameleſs, Rom. xi. 1. Phil. iii. 5, 6. Yea he 
was not only religious as were other, of the ſtrict 
Sect of the Phariſees, but more exceedingly zealous than 
many of his Equals in his own Nation and at Jeru'alem, 
Gal. i. 14. But yet all this was not enough to 
bring him to Heaven; all would not do: When 
be was convinced of his Sin, as he was riding to 
Damaſcus, he cried out in the Bitterneſs of his Soul 
Lard, what wilt thou have me to do? Acts ix. 6. 
Neither did he reſt from crying, neither would he 
eat or drink till Ananias brought him that glorious 
Meflage, (which I now bring you): Why tarrigi 
thou axiſe and be baptized, and waſh away thy Sin, 
calling: en the Name of the Lord? Acts xxii. 16. 80 
alſo it is written of 7% the High- Prieſt, that 
when he ſtood before the Eord in his own Righte- 
ouſneſs, it was as filthy Garments; but when the 
Lamb of God had ſaid to him, Behold I have cauſed 
Hine. tniquity to paſs _ he had on Change of 


Raiment, 
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Raiment, i. e. The Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, and 
then he was no more before the Lord as unclean, 
but clean to a Wonder! So as the Angel owned of 
him and his Fellow-Saints, Ye are Men to be wwon- 
dered at! Zech. iii. His Covering was then the Co- 
vering of the Spirit of the Lord, Wa. xxx. 1. O may 
you be covered with this holy Veſtment, this Robe 
waſhed white in the Blood of the Lamb, Rev. vii. 
14. | 2 Ts 
When Naaman's Anger was a little appeaſed, his 
Servants'reaſoned with him, as L do now with you, 
The Lord grant my Words may have the like Ef- 
fect with his! I mean, to win you to come and tr 
the Virtue of this bleſſed Bethaſda, the Blood of Je- 
ſus, this true Jordan. Be not. offended, my dear 
Friends, if the Lord don't appear in any miracu- 
lous Way; but hear, if he {peaks by unworthy 
me, or ſends me to you, as Eliſba lent Gebazi to 
Naaman, to tell you, ye muſt waſh and be clean. 
Don't anſwer, hat is this Stripling? or how cameſt 
thou to be right, when ſo many' wiſe and learned Men, 
after thy Sayings, are wrong £: My dear Friends, The 
iſdoam of this World is Foolifhneſs with God, and the 
Thoughts of the wwiſe/t Men before: the Lord are vuin, f 
Cor i. 20. And God often chuſes to let wiſe Men 
err in their own Prudence, when he reveals his 
Truth to Babes, Luke x. 21. Then let not your 
dear Souls turn away in a Rage; but O! be intreat- 
ed to go down to the Jordan of Chriſt's Blood 
It is better than all the Rivers of Damaſaus. All 
the Cries and Tears of every Saint in the World, 
can't waſh away one Sin; but O] one Drop of the 
Blood of the Lamb, will cleanſe you-of all, if you 
have ten thouſand Thouſands, yea, if every Sin 
that have been committed by all the Children of 
Adam, ſince the Foundation of the World, (ſaving 
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the Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Ghoſt) were to be 
charged upon any one of you, and I knew it, I 
would yet ſay to you, Come, waſh and be clean / there 
#s Hi Room! Luke xiv. 22. The Door of the 
Lord's Wounds are ſtill open, eſcape hither for 
your Lite, .my-dear Brethren. 

I don't doubt but many of you are willing to be 
ſaved, and if the Lord had bidden you do ſome 
great Thing, would you not have done it? Me- 
thinks J hear you ſay, I would, if I knew what'the 
Will of the — was, I would do it, 4hough 1 went 
through Hell for a Time, jo that I might but be ſaved, 
O poor Brethren! you may be ſaved freely. He 
only faith to you, Waſh and be clean. 

No ſooner had 'Naaman put off all that fine Ap- 
arel (which he theught would have. moved the 
— to look upon him) and entered the River, 
but his Fleſh returned like the Fleſh of a little Child; he 
found his Diſtemper Was taken away, and he came 
up out of the Water whole, and rejoicing. So if 
ou could be prevailed upon to put off your on 
ighteouſneſs, lay down your ewn Wiſdom, and 
come to the Lord Jeſus, wretched: and undone as 
ou are; if you could wholly truſt the Merits of 
bis bleſſed Blood, and believe on his Name, you 
would find your Sin, that hateful Leproſy, waſhed 
away, and yourſelves converted, and made like little 
Children, Matti. xviii.
